Says Should Help 


Farmers Finance’ 


The difficulty experienced by some 
farmers in getting binder twine, even 
when a fine crop is.assured them, dis- 
closes a striking weakness in our in- 
dustrial life. It shows also the need 
of co-operation., Some may think it 
strange that a man with severa] hun- 
dred acres of ripe grain should find 
trougle in getting twine sufficient | to 
bind it. But* to those familiar with 
conditions in this part of the country 
the reason is obvious. 

Take the case of a farmre who, hav- 
ing received relief from the govern- 
ment, finds the resultant lien a first 
charge on his crop. If he is a new 
settler he has no credit, which chiefly 
explains why he had to apply to the 
government for relief. The amount 
he owes for this service being a first 
charge on the crop the farmer experi- 
ences difficulty in finding any person 
willing to advance him twine. For 
the dealer will naturally not take 
chances these days unless he is quite 
sure of being able to collect. 

Thus it is that many settlers who 
received relief Jast year, even though 
they have now have a crop, are not 
very much better off than’ they were 
12 months ago. They find that ly 
out eredit they cannot even cut a 
crop it is grown. Having no 
cash, aid but @ salt’ equity in their 
holdings, it is difficult to get anyone 
to carry them. And yet these men are 
the. bone and sinew of the land, the 
very class upon which the country is 
now most dependent. — 

A system should be devised that 
would assist farmers of this class. 
The public cannot afford to be indif- 
ferent to this matter. It is all very 
well to ‘talk about the necessity of 
cash déalings; but when industrious, 
hardworking people without ready 
money are deprived of necessary ma- 
terials merely because they have none 
to back them, it is manifestly the duty 
of the state to supply either a reason- 
able amount of credit or to provide 
the machinery whereby persons 
through combination may command 
the advances they re. 

In future the supplying of binder 
twine should, in an organized manner, 
be arranged for well ahead. The 
community cannot afford to leave it to 
chance. There is too much at stake. 
—Moose Jaw News.

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FIRE PRECAUTIONS 


In-thjs issvie of the Review the 
-Mayor has a notice drawing the 
attentioh of the citizens. to the 
very important matter of paying 
Strict | attention to guarding 
"against the poSsibility of serious 
conflagrations from the careless 
setting of prairie fires. In sev- 
eral issues in the past month we 
have drawn this to the attention 
of our readers but the matter is 
of so great importance that we 
cannot refrain from again re- 
minding you of it. - 
The town council is doing its 
share when it so wisely auth- 
orized:the plowing of fire guards 
around the town. This will pro- 
tect the town-as a whole but 
there is just as great a danger 
of'a fire starting within the fire 
guards and doing great. damage 
before it could be got under con- 
trol. At present there are a 
number of vacant lots within the 
town. limits and those of them 
that are not under cultivation 
are producing a heavy growth of 
grass and weeds. Just the 
thing to furnish fuel for a 
prairie fire if it once got started. 
Not only, therefore, is it wise 
for those in town to take extra 
precaution in the use of matches, 
cigars, cigarettes, smudges, bon- 
fires, etc., but they should also 
* give a little thought ‘to fire 
guards around their private 
<property. 

We would also viniind our 
readers that there is a heavy 
penalty imposed on those who 
start fires without first taking 
the necessary: precaution of fur- 
nishing the necessary equipment 
which can keep them well under 
control,

& Company for account of the «Brit- 
ishish government and the shipment 
was deposited at the United States 
sub-treasury in Wall street. The first 
big shipment of geld and securities, 
received ‘dn August 12 last, included 
about $19,500,000 in gold and $30,000,- 
000 in securities,
